THE AETY ON LUMBER 


SENATOR FOSTER FAVORS A RE 
pucTionN OF 20 PER CENT, 


He Says U.S. Lumbermen in Western 
States Would Consent to a 
20 per Cent Reduction. 


Tacoma, Wash., June 11.—Hon, 
Charles W, Fairbanks, chairman of the 
United States bigh commission and 
party, arrived in Tacoma yesterday and 
will rernain for several days. In the 
afternoon Senator Fairbink addressed 
the representatives of the great fir lum- 
ber mills of the Pacific, the Northwest 
coal mine owners were also present, 
and joined in a discussion of the tariff, 
the proposed treaty with Canada and 
the effect of these matters upon the 
Aluskan boundary, At this meeting 
Senator Addison C Foster presided, 
and favored a reduction of 20 per cent 
in the tariffon lumb-r, provided the 
tariff on that article was made part of 
the treaty with Canada. 

P. C. Ames who was present at sev- 
éral meetings of the high joint meeting 
in Washington, D C.. made an official 
statement on behalf of the lumbermen. 
Like a balf dozen other leading mill 
operators who spoke, Mr. Aines insisted 
on protection for American lamber, 
bat agreed with Sevator Foster, pro- 
vided the tariff on lumber was fixed 
permanently as a treaty obligation, 
that a reduction of 20 per cent would 
be acceptable and preferable to the un- 
certainty of political influences and 
tariff tinkering by those acquainted 
with necessities and conditions of the 
trade. Mr. Ames concluded: ‘'I think 
i voice the sentiment of the lambermen 
of Washington, Oregon and California, 
by suggesting that a reduction of 20 
per cent on rough lumber be considered 
the ultimatum of the American em- 
bers of the joint high commission to 
their Canadian associates, and no con- 
cession should be made on dressed lum- 
ber or small lumber, such as laths, 
staves clapboards, pickets shingles and 
the tike. I am informed that the 
United States sells to Canada annually 
$50,000,000 worth of goods, wares and 
merchandise, simply because conditions 
favor our markets, and we buy of them 
$45,000,000 worth aunually for the 
same reason, leaving a balance of trade 
in our favor of §$385,000000, On ac- 
count of this balance of trade and a de- 
hire to offset it with lumber instead of 
casb Canadian lombermen ask the 
Americans to remove its protection 
from its greatest industry and open our 
great market to Canadian conipetition. 
Is not this a great hardship on a single 
industry, with 85 per cent of the cost 
of its product labor, particularly so, 
when Canadians have everything to 
gain and we all to lose? I have heard 
it strongly intimated that the Canadian 
position is free lumber or no treaty, 
If that is so let it be no treaty.’

London, June 12 —When the secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, Mr. Jos, 
Chamberlain, in the house of commons 
on Thursday summed up the result of 
the Bloemfontein conference by declar- 
ing ‘‘a new situation has been creat- 
ed," he used a pregnant phrase open 
apparently toa variety of 
tions, Bot in reality open to only one. 
The politicians who have closely foi- 
lowed the affairs of the ‘Transvaal and 
Mr. Chamberlain's attitude with re- 
spect to them are fully satisfied that the 
eolonial sceretary plainly meant to 
declare that by means of these open ne- 
gotiations in which the British high 
commissioner, Sir Alfred Milner, had 
exhansted every diplomatic resource to 
effect a reasonable settlement of the 
matters in dispute, it had been proved 
finally that President Kruger was irre- 


concilable and that all hope ot an ar- 
rangement by a suggestion of diplo- 
matic pressare was benceforth vain. 


The British are expecially exasperated 
because they feel they have been trifled 
with and the question on everybody's 
lips is, ‘'What next?" 

Mr. Chamberlain is not the mun to 
be diverted from his coarse. He has 
publicly and deliberately espoused the 
cause of the Uitlanders and his next 
step will be a demand, Then there 
will be energetic action § to support the 
demand. It may be regarded as cer- 
tain that this contingency has been 
fully foreseen for months: past. Fresh 
troops and large quantities of muni- 
tions of war have gone to South Africa 
by every steamer. The troops have 
been described as reliefs, but those they 
were supposed to relieve have remained 
in South Africa. <A steamer which 
sailed in May took 500 of these reliefs 
and passengers who had previously se 
cored accommodation, had to yield 
their places to the officers and = men.
